At least in the earlier stages, almost all 
AIDS-related deaths occurred within groups 
already marginalized. Those perceived tc beat 
risk for AIDS were characterized as the '4-H 



moralizing paradigm. The paradigm has been 
stretched but has always made certain prac- 
tices and groups of people the root, if not of 
AIDS itself, then of its spread. 

The argument that discourse on AIDS lias 
been restricted by the moral issues it intro- 
duces to mainstream culture, parallels the ar- 
gument that research itself is restricted by the 
politics of the U.S. medical system. Treichler 
discusses the feud between the Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta and the Institute 
Pasteur in Paris over who identified the prob- 
able vims that causes AIDS. The name HIV 
was agreed upon by groups fighting over 
whether it should be more appropriately called 
HTLV-III or LAV. Treichler argues that the 
feud between Luc Montaigner in France and 
Robert Gallo in the U.S. was based around pro- 
prietary rights toa virus ratherthan differences 
in its effect on an illness. 

Theprcdominantdrugmanufacturcd to treat 
AIDS is AZT. Though highly controversial 
and quite toxic, it is the only drug which has 
been approved by the American Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA). ACT-UP has 
fought since its inception for increased access 
to other drugs. It charges the FDA has ac- 
cepted AZT as the AIDS drug. The FDA 
granted the exclusive license to manufacture 
AZT to Wcllcome-Borroughs which charges

The vocabulary and imagery used to de- 
scribe and define AIDS in mainstream culture 
is the target of this collection of essays which 
redefines perceptions of the illness from the 
standpoint of activists and People With AIDS 
Although the book is not explicitly affili- 
ated with the AIDS Coalition To Unleash 
Power (ACT-UP) in New York, many of the 
writers arc members, and the premises and 
goals of the group are prominent throughout

Other essays in the book effectively articu- 
late the cultural argument and provide further 
social and historical evidence. In particular, 
Simon Watney’s The Spectacle of AIDS and 
Sander L. Gilman’s AIDS and Syphilis: The 
Iconography of Disease provide provocative 
analysis of the cultural representations as- 
cribed to AIDS. Gilman examines the way 



The first essay, written by Crimp, describes 
this artwork as an example of the role culture 
must play in ending AIDS. He states "...we 
need cultural practices actively participating 
in the struggle against AIDS." This need to 
establish new cultural practices stems from the 
misleading, homophobic and moralizing cul- 
tural representations of AIDS in mainstream 
culture. 

The second essay, entitled AIDS: Keywords 
by Jan Zita Grover, is a lexicon of words 
associated with AIDS. Each word is described 
in a few paragraphs, explaining the develop- 
ment of its use and how it is applied to the 
AIDS crisis. AIDS, Cultural /Analysis, Cul- 
tural Activism expresses anger throughout at 
the way labels have been applied to those who 
have AIDS, those who who don’t, to the dis- 
ease itself, and its means of transmission. 
Grover’s article explores terms such as "gen- 
eral population" and “innocent victim” one by 



syphilis was perceived in the fifteenth century 



and shows how a similar discourse developed, 
associating sex with death and disease with the 
wrath of God. 

Among the other essays in AIDS: Cultural 
Analysis, Cultural Activism, there are testimo- 
nials from People With AIDS as well as state- 
ments from the PWA coalition in New York. 
While these are perhaps more touching, their 
effectiveness is in the anger and frustration 
that comes across rather than in convincing 
arguments as in the other essays. 

The need to maintain dignity and to pro- 
claim oneself as a Person Living With AIDS is 
expressed but shadowed by the desperation of 
what is clearly perceived, in spite of these 
efforts, as a death sentence. 

There is a fundamental paradox in arguing 
that AIDS is not a gay disease while reaffirm- 
ing the terrifying and wounding effect it has 
had on the gay community. But the same 
paradox exists in mainstream coverage of AIDS 
and in attempts to deal with the crisis. AIDS is 
still characterized as a gay disease rooted in 
anal intercourse, but almost all the advertising 
funded by North American governments is 
aimed at white straight sexually active people 
who don’t take drugs. 

AIDS: Cultural Analysis, CulluralActivism 
challenges both paradoxes by arguing against 
the moralist terms which have framed dis- 
course on AIDS and by demanding efforts that 
reach people at risk for AIDS by giving them 
information that can by integrated into their 
own cultural practices. The book argues effec- 
tively for a constructive approach to under- 
standing AIDS which relates to everyone at 
risk.

“Gary Bauer, President 
Reagan’s assistant, told Face the Nation that 
the reason Reagan had not even uttered the 
word AIDS publicly before a press conference 
held late in 1985 was that the Administration 
did not perceive AIDS as a problem: ‘It hadn’t 
spread into the general population yet.’’’ 
Grava also exposes the term “innocent 
victims", applied by mainstream media to 
children and hemophiliacs with AIDS, as a re- 
dundancy implying there are victims who arc 
not innocent.

Finally I spoke to two Pot edi- 
tors, among them Eric Lock, and 
Engineering Senator Santo Manna. 

Having heard no complaints on 
the matter, I decided no news story 
was warranted, and none was writ- 
ten. Rather, we suggested that the 
editorial board of the Pot might be 
interested in discussing the Pot’s 
history with us with a view to a 
general feature on the publication. 

At no point did I or any repre- 
sentative of the Tribune forward 
any complaint on the Pot to Dean 
Bélanger or to any other McGill 
officials or body. 

This matter has, however, im- 
pressed on Tribune staff the neces- 
sity of widening the scope of our complain to Dean Bélanger (Engi- 
news, feature, entertainment and neering) about the content of any 
sports coverage. issu,.

Ethnic upheaval in Armenia 



The mountainous region of Karabagh is today the focus of a new ethnic strife in 
the Soviet Union. 

In 1921, Stalin gave in to Turkish Pressure by cutting away Karabagh, and other 
regions such as Nakhichevan, from Armenia. These regions were annexed to the 
neighbouring Soviet Republic of Azerbaijan. 

For 70 years, the Armenian population of these regions has been oppressed by 
Azerbaijani officials. The direct intention of the government ^ was to pressure the evacuation 
of Armenians. The Turkish- Azeri’s oppressive efforts were less successful in Karabagh 
where the population is still 80 per cent Armenian. Nevertheless, this region has suffered 
tremendous economic, environmental and historic-architectural losses. 

With the new policies of openness and restructuring in the Soviet Union, Armeni- 
ans have at last been able to demand the recognition and the correction of the historic 
injustice they have suffered since Stalin's rule. 

For the past nine months Armenians have shown discipline during the demonstra- 
tions and respect to Gorbachev’s difficult task of restructuring the Soviet Union. They 
have thus succeeded in getting worldwide attention for their cause. Armenians in different 
cities throughout the world descended to the streets to demand the annexation from 
Azerbaijan, of the Autonomous Region of Karabagh, to Armenia. 

Turkish-Azcris, on thcother hand, have tried their best to “warn", by threatening, 
Moscow that any changes in the status of Karabagh will result in inter-ethnic violence. 
In February of 1988 the government of Azerbaijan went into action by tacitly supporting 
Turkish-Azcri mobs to massacre Armenians in Sumgait (Azerbaijan). Reported was the 
slaughtering of 26 Armenians. 

The fact that there was no offensive taken on the part of Armenians, whether in 
Armenia (where there arc 200 000 Turkish-Azcris) or in Karabagh, proved that the 
warning of the Azeri government was nothing but blackmail. 

However during September 1988, it was revealed, to the disappointment of 
Armenians world-wide, that the situation in Kharabagh had gone from bad to worse, due 
to the Azeri government’s oppressive interventions. 

During this past week, Turkish-Azcris have alarmed Soviet authorities with mas- 
sive anti-Armenian demonstrations in Baku (the capital of Azerbaijan). During these 
demonstrations they have also indicated their support to one of the criminals of the 
Sumgait riots who was condemned to death by a Moscow tribunal. 

• The Soviet Army was sent into many Azerbaijani cities to take measures against 
any flare-ups of rioting by the Turkish-Azcris. On the 2nd day of massive demonstrations 
in Baku, Turkish-Azcris set themselves against Armenians by an announcement from 
Baku, declaring the construction of an Alumnium factory in Karabagh by Armenians. 
Apparently, Turkish-Azcris refused to let Karabagh progress, even economically, even 
after the acknowledgement, by Gorbatchev, of the much needed reforms in the region. 

These anti-Armenian demonstrations, with the direct provocation of the Azeri 
government, have resulted in the long feared rioting against Armenians. Turkish-Azeris 
have again attacked the Armenian quarters of various Azerbaijani cities, such as Kirov- 
abad and Baku. 
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On November 23, Moscow reported that three soldiers were killed and 126 others 
wounded in the rioting. A state of emergency has been declared in various cities of 
Azerbaijan as well as in Yerevan, the capital of Armenia. 

According to the latest reports, thousands of Armenian “women and children” are 
being evacuated from Baku and other Azeri cities by military planes and helicopters. 
Western observers, and Armenians of the diaspora, comment that the situation must be 
much more serious than officially reported. Soviet authorities are weary of announcing the 
full scale of massacres for fear of an uncontrollable situation that may arise in Armenia. 

The current situation in the Southern Republics of the Soviet Union is of great 
importance to Armenians, because the massacres perpetrated by the Turkish-Azcris are 
merely the continuation of what their Turkish predecessors planned and executed in 19 1 5. 
Recognized today as the Armenian Genocide. It is also of great importance to the Kremlin, 
and especially for the proponents of the Gorbatchcvian ideology, since the outcome of the 
present conflict will be one of the main indicators that will show how far Gorbatchev is 
willing to go with his plans of restructuring the U.S.S.R. 

The only solution today is to change the status of Karabagh and make the region 
directly dependant of Moscow. Such a solution would avoid directly offending the 
national pride of Turkish-Azeris and would temporarily calm the Armenians by bringing 
the so much needed peace to the Armenians of Kharabagh. 
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Not status quo 

To the Daily:

decision, but so was his relation- 
ship with the Society. He resigned 
partly because of his inability to 
work with either executive mem- 
bers or the paid staff. He enjoyed 
no support for his iniatives and was 
continually frustrated by the covcr- 
our-asscs mentality of the execu- 
tive and staff. 

I can only wondcrat whatNancy 
Côté’s motives were for releasing 
the information — but even more I 
question its source, and the ethics 
of her decision to make public the 
confidential records of a studcnL It 
concerns me that the executive has 
the means -ilicit or otherwise— to 
secure such facts. And it disturbs 
me that its members would attempt 
to use them for selfish political 
purposes. 

So far her campaign has been 
effective. Nobody has asked her 
how she learned of Mark’s status or 
why she chose to go public with it, 
and Mark’s suggestions for reform 
may be buried if she is successful.
